PARIS, April 24.—[Tribune Radio.]

STATE POLICE. 

The proposed state police bill is due to be called 
up in the senate. Its passage by that body is es- 
sential to the full protection of life and property 
in Illinois. The. opposition’ to it is strong. We 
believe that strength is due largely to a misappre- 
hension of its purposes and possibilities. 

Organized labor, for instance, has opposed the 
measure, It did go because in the past some advo- 
cates of the measure have foolishly insisted that 
the proposed police force should be used for the 
forced settlement of industrial disputes. This is 
not the purpose of the bill as it now stands and 
the force would not be used to such an end, Such 
op tion, therefore, is unfounded. 

The state police force is proposed for one pur- 
pose and for one purpose only. That is the same 
purpose for which we now have any city police 
force—the protection of life and property and the. 
enforcement of law. Every man who believes in 
the necessity of city police shauld, if consistent. 
approve state police. | 

Hard roads and fast automobijes have opened 
up the country to crime and criminals as com- 
pletely as cities have been.qpen to such activities 
in the past. A quickly turned crime and a quick | 
escape have become commonplace incidents of 
country life.

‘The origina#is a disease which 
prevails in South Africa and which has 
been known by that name for a jong 
time. You have reference to a digeake 
which first attracted attention in Eng- 
land toward the latter part of the world 
war and which is just now quite preva- 
lent in certain sections of the United 
States and Canada. This is the digease 
I will now describe. The usually accept- 
ed, scientific name for it is lethargic en- 
cephalitis. 


» Lethargic encephalitis follows in the 
wake of influenza. Whenever, in recent 
years, there has been a flare-up of in- 
flUuenza, there followed some weeks later 
& more or iess pronounced wave of 
lethargic encephalitis.

aii is due to an infection of

with a light fever and some headache 
and neuraigie pains about the head, neck 
and shoulders. Seeing double is a symp- 
tom Which sh@id excite suspicion of 
ethargic en litis. At first the pa- 
‘is some days of wakefulness and 
exgitemient. Some cases in this stage 
laugh utdpptroliiably. Some cagnot 
AS @ rule this stage is followed by the 
stage of sleepiness and mental! heaviness. 
The patient may sleep continuously for 
many.days, Drooping of the eyelids 
and paralysis of a muscle or two here 
or there may be symptoms. The diseass 
develops siowly and progresses slowly 
and may last for weeks The patieft 
may be months or years regaining his 
mental and physical powers. Prolonged. 
tedious convalescense is a striking qual- 
ity of the disease.

Spring Salad of Onions. | 


Any one who eats cress for the first 
time with an oll dressing will be sur- 
prised that its sharpness is so much 


subdued. Raw onion with the right 
management is equally moderated, and 
there are people who think that the 


Spanish onion was designed for raw 
consumption, though others are pros- 


trated at the idea of eating any onion 


| raw. 


One large onion from which you can 
get six thin slices out of the middle, 
with the ends to chop, makes ample 
for two people, and can be combined 
with as much lettuce as needed. Wash 
and dry the lettuce thoroughly, and 
put into a garlic rubbed bowl with the 
chopped part of the onion. Add half 
a tablespoon of salt and one tablespoon- 
ful of oil, and turn the salad over and 


over with the fork and spoon until 
every bit of the lettuce is well painted 
with oil. 

Shake into the spoon paprika to 
taste, fill it half full or a little less 
than that with vinegar, stir the two 
until the paprika is dissolved or thor- 
oughly wet, sprinkle this over the 
salad—do not dump it in—and turn 
the whole over and over until the sea- 
soning is as evenly distributed as pos- 
sible. Take up this salad on the plates, 


put three slices of onion on top of each 
serving, and cover each slice with may- 
onnaise dressing. This garnishes the 
salad, and the mayonnaise modifies 
the violence of the sliced onions as 
much @s the other dressing does the 
chapped onion. 

The juice only of the onion spat- 
tered over the lettuce before the dress- 
ing is added by scraping a cut part 
with a French knife is another way to 
combine onion and lettuce.
